Farm, Highway, Wage Bills 
Pass; Congress Adjourns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress 
began a month-long recess today after 
sending President Nixon major farm 
and highway bills to sign and receiving 
from him a pledge to stop bombing 
Cambodia on Aug. 15, as Congress has 
demanded. 
Another bill passed in the last- 
minute legislative flurry would raise 
the minimum wage to $2.20 in two 


steps, but it won’t be sent to the White 
House for several weeks. 
Congress expects Nixon to veto the 
bill and is not going to give him the 
opportunity to do so until after it 
returns to Washington on Sept. 5. 
The three big bills passed by the 
House and Senate in a busy day of 
desk-clearing for the annual summer 
vacation were compromise versions of 


separate bills each body had passed 
earlier. 
The farm bill inaugurates a new 
“target price” concept for computing 
price supports for wheat, cotton and 
corn under which payments would be 
made only when the market price 
drops below the target price. Currently 
the market prices are higher

supplies of all meat cuts, but most said 
they were displaying beef in limited 
quantities to discourage hoarding.

shortages. 
One Columbus A & P meat manager 
looked optimisticly at the shortage of 
red meat. 
“After all the beef is gone, we will 
have nothing but profitable items, such 
as pork and poultry for sale,” Joe 
Groom said.

Dem Reforms 
Must Be Kept 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Democratic 
party reformers have unveiled a two- 
step strategy to block revision of the 
controversial 1972 delegate selection 
guidelines. 
At a news conference Friday, 
leaders of the liberal Americans for 
Democratic Action proposed retention 
of the controversial guidelines and 
urged they be applied to all of state and 
local party committees. 
At the same time, they accused 
former advocates of the changes, 
including National Chairman Robert 
S. Strauss and Sen. George McGovern, 
of indifference to the effort to making 
the party more open. 
‘ ‘There are some people in the party 
who don’t seem to care very much if 
the doors of this party are open,” said 
Rep. Donald Fraser, D-Minn., the 
national chairman of ADA. 
Fraser, who succeeded McGovern as 
chairman of the commission 
that 
wrote the 1972 reform rules, was joined 
at the press conference by Washington 
attorney Joseph L. Rauh, long active 
in party reform causes, and Mrs. Anne 
Wexler of Connecticut, who played a 
major role in writing the 1972 reforms. 
Rauh conceded that one reason for 
urging extension of the reforms is to 
help fight the move to dilute them. 
“It is sometimes good tactics to have 
a position to the left of where you think 
the end result should be,” he said.

But starting July I. 1974, 
$200 million would be available to help 
cities buy buses and a year later $800 
million would be earmarked for buses, 
rail transit systems and urban high­ 
ways.

Wright, D-Tex., held up final action on 
it until he received assurances from 
Transportation Secretary Clause S. 
Brinegar that Nixon would sign it. 
No such assurances could be given 
on the minimum wage bill by I Labor 
Secretary Peter Brennan, although he 
said he would urge Nixon to sign it. 
However, several Republican .senators 
and representatives said they expect a 
veto. 
The bill, passed by the House 25.3-152, 
would increase the minimum wage 
from $1.80 to $2 two months after 
enactment, and to $2.20 on July I, 1974. 
It would also cover 7 million additional 
workers, including state and local 
government employes and domestics. 
The administration objects to the

By not sending the bill to the White 
House until the end of this month,

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — President 
Salvador Allende m eets today with his 
advisers to consider his cabinet’s 
resignation, a move taken to give him 
a free hand to deal with a massive 
transportation strike. 
His 15 ministers handed in their 
resignations Friday night during a 
meeting with Allende over the strike 
by nearly all owners of trucks, buses 
and taxis. Their action was intended to 
give the Marxist president flexibility, 
including the ability 
to bring the 
military into the cabinet. 
At first, the president’s office said 
Allende 
flatly 
rejected 
the 
resignations. But a high official within 
Allende’s popular unity coalition said 
later that the president decided to put 
off a decision until Monday or Tues­ 
day. 
Allende has said he would not again 
bring the military into the cabinet, 
especially since he just reshuffled it on 
July 5. But the opposition Chirstian 
Democrats say only some military 
men in the cabinet can ease the 
country’s econom ic and political 
problems. 
One reflection of Chile’s economic 
problems, which 
include annual 
inflation of nearly 300 per cent, was yet 
another devaluation Friday of the 
Chilean escudo, this time by 25 per 
cent. The value of the escudo fell from 
240 to 300 escudos to the U.S. dollar.

Pickaway County Sheriff’s Deputies

Deputies also compiled 441 aid and 
incident reports, totaling 2,415 for the 
year. Majority of the total were 
miscellaneous calls, house checks, 
suspicious cars and persons and traffic 
complaints.

Legend Rediscovered 


Whether the fabled continent 
of Atlantis was real 
now 
awaits proof from the United 
States team of explorers which 
claim s to have found the 
remains. 
Describing the discovery 
made in the Bay of Cadiz off 
southern Spain, a spokesman 
for the 70-member team said 
evidence was found of roads, 
columns and other artifacts 
which could only be found in a 
sunken city. 


Perhaps it is the continent 
described by Plato and other 
Greek 
philosophers 
as 
a 
supercivilization which had 
advanced in some ways beyond 
current civilizations. But if the 
discovery in Bay of Cadiz turns 
out to be an ancient city, is it 
necessarily Atlantis? 
Legend has a way of bur­ 
nishing the favorable and 
overlooking the faults. Given 
the artistic talents of Plato and 
others, Atlantis, even if it 


existed, may not have been 
completely the utopia it has 
been pictured. It may have 
been nothing more than a 
philosopher s dream. 


Whatever it was, unearthing 
rem ains 
may 
produce 
a 
momentary excitement but a 
fuller realization that no matter 
how good Atlantis may have 
been, it did vanish from the 
Earth with only a dream for an 
impression. 


Faking Marilyn 


In recent weeks I have drawn 
attention several times to the peculiar 
appetite that seems to exist for pseudo­ 
history. 
For example, we now have on the 
way a big-budget movie based on the 
theory that John F. Kennedy was 
assassinated by retired generals, 
Texas oilmen, and other assorted 
right-wingers - despite the public 
availability of evidence to the 
contrary. Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
have been the beneficiaries of 
posthumous fictitious rehabilitation. A 
current academic study demonstrates 
how seemingly respectable historians 
consciously faked the evidence in 
order to transfer responsibility for the 
Cold War from Joseph Stalin to 
President Harry Truman. 
Though William James noted the 
existence of a “will to believe,” all of 
this strikes me as going rather far. The 
latest specimen is especially weird. In 
his new book on Marilyn Monroe, 
Norman Mailer perpetrates any 
number of intellectual frauds, which 
the reviewers have not hesitated to 
point out, but he saves the biggest for 
the end, and it’s a beaut. 
According to Mailer, 
Marilyn 
Monroe did not, as generally believed, 
commit 
suicide. 
No, 
she 
was 
murdered. I probably don’t have to tell 
you who dun nit. But I will. She was 
murdered by right-wingers. 
Mailer makes his case indirectly, 
using rhetorical questions, rather in 
the manner of a fellow hawking 
pornographic post cards, but the 
theory he floats is that she was 
murdered as a way of getting at 
Robert F. Kennedy, who was widely 
believed to be having an affair with 
her. 
“For who is the first to be certain it 
was of no interest to the CIA, or to the 
FBI, or to the Mafia, and half the 
secret police of the world, that the 
brother of the President was reputed to 
be having an affair with a movie 
star...By the end, political stakes were 
riding on her life, and even more on 
her death. If she could be murdered in 
such a way as to appear a suicide in 
despair at the turn of her love, what a 
point of pressure could be maintained 
afterward against the Kennedys.” 
To be sure, absolutely no evidence 
exists to support such a hypothesis, as 
Mailer admits. This is the way he puts 
it: “There seems next to nothing of 
such evidence.” Right there, to be 
sure, is a telltale lie. There is not “next 
to nothing” to support his case. There 
is nothing. 
But having floated his theory, Mailer 
goes on to develop and extend it. “Yet 
if we are to grant her this much effect 
upon the development of one American 
hero” - Bobby Kennedy - “why not 
assume even more and see her death 
as the seed of assassinations to

follow.” 
O h ? 
The 
“ seed 
of 
assassinations to follow” ? There we 
have the full-blown fantasy. Not only 
was Marilyn Monroe murdered by 
right-wingers, but all the other 
assassination victims of the 1960s were 
too. 'Rte political Right bumped off 
John Kennedy, Robert Kennedy, 
Martin Luther King, Malcolm X, and, 
who knows, probably Lin Piao too, and 
most recently made the attempt on 
Gov. George Wallace. You can forget 


about Oswald, Sirhan and the other 
alleged killers. 


Curiously, Mailer feels obliged to 
deny the rumor of a Kennedy-Monroe 
affair, though at least some evidence 
exists to support the notion. Joe 
DiMaggio seems to have believed it at 
any rate. In a notable incident, he 
turned his back on Bobby when the 
latter tried to shake his hand in 
Yankee Stadium.

NEW YORK (AP) - When the 
economy slows down, so also will 
payments. Pinched mortgagors delay 
by a few days their payment to the 
bank. Borrowers on installment loans 
sometimes overlook 
a 
monthly 
payment. 
The slowdown doesn’t involve 
individuals only. Businessmen will tell 
you that when their customers are 
slow to pay there is a tendency on their 
part to be slow payers also. Even 
Uncle Sam has been known to play the 
game. 
To varying degrees this behavior is 
tolerated before a rem inder is 
dispatched, which may then escalate 
into the demand, the threat and 
eventually to action should the money 
not be forthcoming. 
The process might be drawn out for 
months as each side tests the other. 
But, says the Management Letter, a 
publication of Prentice-Hall, the 
tedious process of collection might be 
unwittingly drawn out by the dunner 
himself. 
“It’s bad enough when payments are 
slow coming in,” the letter comments, 
“but ifs even worse when your own 
efforts actually slow them down fur­ 
ther.”

—“At an early date,” when “Right 
away” would do. 
—“In the amount of” rather than 
“For.” 
—“In the event that” instead of “If.” 
—“It is our opinion that” for “We 
believe.” 
—“Reflects a balance of” instead of 
“Shows.” 


—“To the attention of the writer” 
rather than “To me.” 
—“Under date of” instead of “On.” 
—“Finalized our decision” when 
“Decided” would suffice. 
Since a downturn in the economy is a 
very real possibility, more of you will 
be receiving collection letters in 
coming months, taxing your ability to 
come up with new and effective 
techniques for delaying further. 
Here, therefore, is an effective new 
technique. You can edit the collection 
letter 
and 
return 
it 
with 
your 
comments, asking that the writer be 
less wordy and blaming him for the 
delay in payment.

Transplantation of kidneys in 
children has reached a new peak of 
success at the Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center in Boston. 
They have recently released exciting 
statistics that 95 per cent of the 
children operated on in the past year 
are maintaining good kidney function. 
For reasons not yet completely 
understood children 
are 
better 
candidates for transplantation than 
adults. 
It is hoped that information acquired 
may later be translated into a better 
understanding of why some adults 
reject transplants. 
Such remarkable results are indeed 
a testimonial to the scientific research 
in progress all over the world. 


A writer who fractured her jaw had a 
terrible time drinking the liquids 
prescribed for her during the time that 
her jaws were wired together. She 
found the liquid to be nourishing, but 
boring and sometimes unpalatable. 
When she recovered she decided that 
“something must be done about the 
liquid diet.” 
Wilma King, of the Stamford 
University School of Medicine, wrote a 
book cleverly titled, “Blend and 
Mend.”

the intriguing items to look forward to 
if one had this diet limitation. 
It is known that when patients go into 
severe shock blood accumulates in the 
abdomen and in the legs, and fails to 
circulate properly. 
The result is that there is a marked 
fall in the blood pressure which then 
threatens the life of the victim. 
Many new scientific advances are 
the peace-time results of research of 
the Armed Forces. 
From the United States Army 
Aeromedical Research Laboratory, at 
Fort Rucker in Alabama, comes a new 
device known as the “pneumatic 
trouser.” 
Lt. Col. Burton H. Kaplan, of 
Newburgh, New York, created this 
unique pair of trousers to re-circulate 
blood that stagnates in the abdominal 
cavity of patients in shock. 
The layers of the trousers are 
inflated with a foot pump, and helps to 
return the patient’s blood pressure to 
normal. 
This excellent devise serves as a 
temporary substitute method of 
“ transfusion” when blood is not 
readily availbale. 
Ambulance and emergency rescue 
teams are being taught to use the 
pneumatic trousers to help accident 
victims. 
Many accident victims probably 
might not have survived before 
reaching the hospital without the use of 
this brilliantly conceived inflatable 
trouser

I.” A 
grand jury said only 600 families live 
on that rural route. 
One car thief, using the same name 
each time, bought tags at the Selma 
courthouse for 13 stolen curs in four 
months. 
State investigators say the car theft 
racket flourishes in Alabama because 
the state has no motor vehicle title law. 
“It’s as easy to buy a tag for a stolen 
car as for your own,” says Capt. Tom 
Posey, head af the auto theft bureau of 


the state Public Safety Department. 
“All you have to do is walk in the 
courthouse, or write a letter to some of 
them, give a rural address and you get 
the tag.”

Plentiful Foods List Dies; 
Result O f Fewer Surpluses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Twenty- 
eight years of Plentiful Foods are over 
in the United States. 
The Agriculture Department phased 
out this week its Plentiful Foods 
program , under which it listed 
monthly food 
in 
larger-than-usual 
supply. 
The program was thought of as an 
aid to consumers with tight grocery 
budgets but an Agricultural Marketing 
Service spokesman said it spotlighted 
foods in need of marketing assistance 
and was an aid to producers. 
The spokesman said the department 
was expecting “fewer surpluses for 
quite a long while.” As a result, he 
said, the department announced June 6 
that the program would end in its 
present form, the staff would be 
dispersed and the last list would be 
July’s. 
That July list pushed Navy and pinto 
beans, rolled oats, corn meal, grits and 
Maine sardines. It ended, “supplies of 
other major foods are somewhat lower 
than usual.” 
Food prices are at their highest 
levels in two decades, and many 
government officials attribute this 
development to decreased supplies 
caused by poor weather and increased 
demand by more affluent Consumers. 
The idea of the Plentiful Foods 
program was to help farmers and 
other producers when high supplies 
brought prices below costs. 
The service was not designed 


specifically to help consum ers, 
although 
the 
consumer-oriented 
activities within the department did 
draw on the list for their mass- 
distributed advice, adding in “the 
nutrition factors not built into our list.” 
Now the Plentiful Foods promotions 
will be handled through the normal 
information and commodity divisions.

M andatory Seat Belt Laws 
Promoted By Companies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation s 
three 
major 
automakers 
have 
endorsed laws requiring motorists to 
fasten their seat belts or face fines. 
Ford and Chrysler endorsed the 
mandatory 
“ buckle-up” 
laws 
Wednesday as more effective than 
government proposals to drop seat 
belts in cars in favor of automatically 
operated crash protection devices. The 
best known such device is the air bag. 
General Motors, which has initiated 
an advertising campaign on behalf of 
the seat belt laws, announced it will 
proceed with its delayed plans to in­ 
troduce air bags as an option for the 
second half of the 1974. 
GM’s plans had been delayed by a 
court battle over specifications for a 
test dummy. The bags costing $200 
each now 
will 
be 
available on 
Cadillacs, Buick Electras, Rivieras, 
Oldsmobile 98s and Toronados. 
At the same time, GM has asked that 
the current Aug. 15, 1975, date for 
mandatory air bag installation be 
delayed 
until 
researchers 
can 
compare various restraints. 
Officials of the National Highway 
Transportation Safety Administration 
said at a Senate Commerce Committee 
hearing, at which the automaker also 
testified, that the agency is actively 
lobbying in the states 
that are 
considering mandatory seat belt laws. 
Spurred by a report of a 20 per cent 
reduction in traffic fatalities in 
Australia after mandatory buckle-up 
laws went into effect, advocates in this 
country have introduced similar leg­ 
islation in 21 states. The proposed fines 


range from $15 to $25. No state has 
passed such a law. 
Sidney L. Terry, vice president of 
safety relations for Chrysler, said, 
“The Australian experience has lead 
Chrysler to the conclusion that the 
most effective measures that can be 
taken to reduce traffic fatalities are 
those which promote belt usage, 
particularly 
the 
enactment 
of 
mandatory usage laws.” 
Terry noted that cars coming off the 
assembly lines after Aug. 15 will be 
equipped with devices to prevent the 
cars from starting unless the front seat 
belts are buckled.

Severe physical harm to 
preadolescent children is 
inherent in Uttle league 
baseball, one medical expert 
warns. 
Dr. Joseph Torg, assistant 
professor or orthopedics at 
the Temple University School 
of Medicine and chief of 
orthopedic surgery at St. 
Christopher’s Hospital for 
Children, Philadelphia, has 
found that Little League 
pitchers, involved in the 
competitive 
and 
highly 
structured sport of organized 
baseball, are more prone to 
serious shoulder and elbow 
injuries than kids who play 
the game for fun. 
The 
major 
physical 
damage, according to Torg, is 
that, while the mechanics of 
pitching are similar for 
children and adults, pre 
adolescent players can easily 
injure certain bone growth 
elements which are no longer 
present in adults. There may 
be a high incidence of 
shoulder problems and a 
condition known as “ Uttle 
League elbow,” a group of 
five disorders affecting the 
growth elements in the 
pitching elbow. 
“ Most cases respond to rest 
and 
abstinence 
from 
pitching,” 
Torg 
says.

Torg maintains that intense 
competition promotes these 
disorders. 
“ Children 
have 
been 
playing baseball 
for 90 
years,” Torg says. “ It was 
not until the advent of Little 
League baseball — organized 
by adults — that certain 
abnormalities 
in 
the 
shoulders of preadolescents 
first developed. 


“ In Uttle league baseball, 
there’s 
repetitious 
and 
demanding 
practice, 
unwarranted pressures to win 
— from 
coaches, 
from 
parents and from teammates 
— and the tendency to treat 
physically and emotionally 
immature youngsters as 
adults. 
“ In such an atmosphere the 
preadolescent pitcher too 
often becomes a damaged 
pawn.” 
To eliminate the possibility 
of shoulder injuries, Torg 
suggests the elimination of 
adults from 
supervisory 
roles, thereby eliminating the 
pressure of competition from 
recreation. 


“ What we need today is a 
little more cooperation and a 
. little less competition,” Torg 
insists. “ It doesn’t have to be 
an all-or-none phenomenon. 
Ifs very possible to cut out 
intense competition where 
you have adult pressure in 
events 
such 
as 
Little 
League.” 
To test how competition 
might affect young players, 
Torg and two colleagues 
contrasted the effects of 
pitching on the arms of Little 
Leaguers with those of 
participants 
in 
the 
Lighthouse 
Boys’ 
Club 
baseball program. The club is 
a 
Philadelphia-based 
organization whose purpose 
is to provide activities for 
i n n e r - c i t y 
youth s , 
encouraging participation 
and recreation rather than 
competition. 


The lighthouse boys, like 
the Little Ijeaguers, were 
allowed to pitch a full seven 
innings. The prime difference 
was that, whereas the Little 
Leaguers must compete to 
make the team and to play 
each game, the Lighthouse 
members were automatically 
assigned to a team and were 
required to play a minimum 
of 3Mi innings per game. 
“ Roentgenographic exami- 
inations of the shoulders and 
elbows were carried out in 44 
of the 49 Qub team pitchers,” 
Torg reports. “ There were no 
abnormalities in any of the 
shoulders,” and only two 
instances of elbow damage.
